I am writing to express concern about the review of Eureka 
zine #1 in April's MRR, that slags an article about "riot grrrl 
subgroup, chycks up front." First off I want to say that chicks 
up front has nothing to do with riot grrrl - never has, never 
will. Secondly I want to express my anger at a dangerous trend 
that I see occurring all over hardcore. It seems that every third 
or fourth letter I get either: asks me about riot grrrl, tries to 
get information/gossip from me about bikini kill, tells me how 
cool it is that I'm in riot grrrl, or tells me to fuck off 
because I'm a man-hating riot grrrl. 

I have done four zines in the past two years, and I have yet 
to mention riot grrrl. I have neither slagged it nor professed my 
undying loyalty for it, so I really don't understand how people 
reach the conclusion that I am a riot grrrl. It seems that since 
riot grrrl started, every girl in hardcore who was feminist, 
strong, aggressive, or confrontational was automatically pushed 
into this narrow slot and branded "riot grrrl." This pisses me 
off to no avail. I have worked so hard to create my own identity 
and formulate my own ideas, and have therefore not chosen to be 
incorporated into riot grrrl. I am so angry that, despite all my 
work, people still manage to pigeonhole me. 

Chicks up front posse is not a gang or club or hierarchial 
organization. All it is, is a fucking joke between me and my 
sister that eventually caught on and became widespread. Friends 
have made shirts for me, and I give them to people who I know 
either support or inspire me. Cuxfp it is no network or 
institutionalized support group. It is about women making their 
voices heard (literally) and reclaiming hardcore as "not just 
boy's fun." It is about countering the intimidation that many 
women feel at shows, through asserting our right and ability to 
stand in front of the stage and see the band. It's really that 
simple. Please stop aligning me with riot grrrl just because we 
both are angry girls. Please let me and other girls like me who 
are not into riot grrrl, define ourselves.

They call it “female circumcision,” although it 
is nothing like the benign procedure commonly 
performed on male babies worldwide. The World 
Health Organization estimates that more than 
80 million women in Africa, the Middle East and 
Southeast Asia have undergone some form of 
it—ranging from excision of the clitoris to full 
obliteration of the vulva—in a quasi-religious rit¬ 
ual nearly as old as civilization. 

Opponents simply call it “genital mutilation.” 

The girl at D.C. General was 7 years old when 
it was done to her. Her mother had carefully 
dressed and perfumed her for the ceremony. 
Eggs were broken over her head for fertility. A 
dozen strong hands held her still as she under¬ 
went the equivalent of Stone Age surgery. 
Something sharp—a flint, a piece of broken 
glass, possibly a razor—was used to slice off her 
clitoris. Then the inner lips of her vagina were 
cut loose and surrounding flesh was scraped 
away. Finally the outer lips were sewn tightly 
shut with catgut and acacia thorns—a process 
called “infibulation”—leaving an aperture only 
about the width of her thumb to pass urine and 
menstrual blood. 

There was no anesthesia. Not allowed to cry, 
she was told to bite on a stick of wood to bear 
the pain. For weeks, her legs were tied togeth¬ 
er, held motionless, while her wound healed. 


In this way, she was made ready for the world. I 
No clitoris, no desire. No opening, no risk ofl 
shame visited on her family. No dishonor to the I 
clan. Theoretically, when she was ready for the! 
ceremony of an arranged marriage, she would be I 
reopened—though, of course, without ever at-j 
taining a full capacity for sexual pleasure. 

In the last decade female circumcision has I 
been the target of a worldwide feminist and hu-1 
manist campaign, most recently energized by I 
the publication of Alice Walker's 1992 best-| 
selling novel on the subject, “Possessing the Se-1 
cret of Joy.” Opponents describe the practice as 1 
barbarism—tragically misguided tradition at I 
best, unconscionable child abuse at worst. In-1 
creasingly, it is becoming a public health prob-1 
lem in Western countries, as refugees from Afri¬ 
can famine and civil wars find their way into [ 
clinics and emergency rooms that are ill pre-I 
pared to deal with the arcane medical problems j 
they present — along with the chronic infections I 
and other medical complications that typically j 
accompany them. 

But there are also those on the other side of I 
the issue who argue no less fervently that con- [ 
demnation of female circumcision is a form of I 
cultural chauvinism, that the practice is so root- [ 
ed in tribal custom as to be a part of a cultural 
identity; that by making them less dependent on f 
men for their happiness, circumcision is actually 
an empowerment of women. 


“The honor of a Somali family lies 
between the legs of a woman,” the 
daughter says dryly, barely masking 
the rage that erupts when she discuss¬ 
es circumcision. ‘They are always try¬ 
ing to control that, make sure that 
door is closed.” 


“And then we went back to the 
house and they bind your two feet to¬ 
gether, your legs like this, up here to 
your butt, so you don’t break the stitch 
at night. Another thing I remember 
vividly was trying to pass urine. That 
was so difficult. I held it and held it and 
held it for three or four days, and I got 
a bladder infection, and my mother and 
everybody came, and they were trying 
to make me go to the bathroom and 
stuff, and finally one night I must have 
fallen out of my bed and crawled like 
this until I was under the dining room 
table, and they found me there in the 
morning with urine running all over 
the place, so I must have done it in the 
middle of the night_” 


The circumcision begins. Like most, this procedure performed without 
anesthesia or antibiotics. From the documentary film by the Inter-African 
Committee on Practices Affecting the Health of Women and Children. 


Even though she doesn’t catch the 
words, the mother looks weary, as if 
she has heard this story many times 
before. She is unapologetic, although 
not unkind. 

“There’s a Somali proverb,” the 
mother says softly, her daughter trans¬ 
lating. “If you stop a tradition, it’s simi¬ 
lar to making God mad.” 

The daughter fumes quietly at first, 
stealing accusatory glances at her 
mother, talking obliquely of “abuse.” 
Then her voice rises. 

| . 

i ur circumcised women, the de¬ 
gree of pleasure they will experience 
during sex often is determined in their 
childhood by the eyesight or the ex¬ 
pertise or the steadiness of the hand 
of the person who cuts into them. The 
more expert the practitioner, the less 
sensation for the woman. In this So¬ 
mali woman’s case, the operation was 
with unfortunate precision. 


Opponents of the practice of female 
circumcision know they must walk a 
fine line, to appear resolute but not 
sanctimonious, condemnatory of a 
practice but not of the cultures that 
spawned it. And so it is that the video¬ 
tape produced by the Inter-African 
Committee contains no posturing, al¬ 
most no overt propaganda. It relies 
for its effect on the power of the cam¬ 
era, which unflinchingly records two 
circumcisions. 

In the end, there can be no certain- 

___ ty about this issue, just an overwhelm- 

f \ ing sense of pain and loss. One is left 

'‘ with an indelible image of millions of 
i little girls in thousands of villages in 
i dozens of countries, being marched 
hand in hand by their mothers, who 
[ were marched by their mothers, to a 
place where they will have their sexu¬ 
al life amputated.

Girls my age - well I just started playing 
bass and I’m in a band with all girls and it’s 
harder for us because I’m always comparing us 
with all these bands that are mostly girls and 
that are really good and we just started playing 
our instruments now, so... 

matt: there should be equal support for boys 
who are just starting to play their instruments. 

what are your feelings on riot grrrl? 

dre: I think it;s really cool in general. I want to 
be involved in it more, I haven’t been to a 
meeting in a really long time. There’s certain 
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How long have yon been active in the scene/ 
interested in punk/hardcorc/alternativc music? 

There was this cafe in the city I went to school in, where 
they played all kinds of alternative music (1986) so I 
heard all types of music, even music I would never have 
tried to listen to. From metal to punk to new wave. I 
met some guys who liked the old hardcore bands, they 
talked to me about their views on straight edge and 
several political issues. I was asked to sing in a punk 
type band with a couple other girls, noise with lots of 
vocals. My friends taped me some hardcore and I 
thought Schism with the bands involved was the most 
interesting. I witnessed the growing popularity of bands 
like Youth of Today, No For an Answer, Warzone, Wide . ....v 
Awake, Beyond, Up Front...After I saw Youth of Today :•:•>>> 
on their European tour I joined Rise Above, friends of 
mine(on bass). After that I played guitar in Nations on Xy.vJ 
Fire. WSK 

You’ve been to the US. How do you think that 
being a hardcorc/sXe woman differs in Belgium :<£?.;• 
and the US? In Europe in general? 

The first city I visited in the states was Boston, I didn’t 
really find the hardcore scene there. I found the records 
in the different stores, but I didn’t see any hardcore 
concerts. Then I went to Washington, DC. That was 
totally different, Jen, at whose house I stayed, worked at 
Dischord at the time. I was right in the middle of that 
scene which was equally mixed with males and females. 

It was good to see so many girls involved. I met a lot of 
nice people who were active in DC, and that inspired 
tne. I started writing with Kim Coletta (Jawbox), so 
went back to DC and stayed at her house. When I went 
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to the Quicksand show with Desiderata and Circus 
Lupus, for the first time I saw people (male and female) 
with shirts of straight edge bands or close to that scene. 
I think the scene is a good mixture of people who like 
different kinds of music especially at concerts, they seem 
to respect and be open to the different bands that play. 
While here I have the feeling that the majority sticks to 
one type of music compared to what I saw in DC, and I 
hardly see girls at shows, and half of them don’t come 
for the music. 

I have been writing with a couple of american sXe girls 
over the last few years, and I would say girls are mostly 
interested in going to shows, doing something active 
(helping around at the venue or selling things) instead 
of listening to records at home and trying to out the 
latest news about who does what or says what. While 
americans (girls) are a bigger part of the whole, they’re 
almost as “fanatical” as the guys. I’ve also been to New 
York, where I saw a little less sXe girls. I noticed two 
kinds of people (extremes): the one who is hardcore 
heart and mind and politically involved, the other who is 
hardcore, but is also interested in more commercial 
underground music, music that hardcore people would 
never listen to. They are also a lot less politically 
involved. 

How do you think women fit into the music 
world? How did you get involved in playing 
music? 

In general, music is played by males, most females 
musicians are singers. The hardcore scene is also male 
dominated, it wouldn’t cross a girl’s mind to get a band 
together or even play an instrument. They aren’t 
encouraged to do so (maybe now 
they are more encouraged than in 
the past, but still...) The tradition of 
hardcore hasn’t many females. So I’d 
say everyone should encourage girls 
to get involved, and if they think 
they can’t do anything musically give 
them an extra push! 
ENCOURAGE! 

How I got into it is very simple. I 
was always into music. I love singing, 
my older brother played guitar and 
the first thing I did on a stage was 
sing. A friend of mine had a bass 
and I wanted to learn how to play it. 
In my first hardcore band I played 
bass. I didn’t own an instrument and 
I liked guitar more, so I saved 
money for one, and was asked for 
Nations on Fire. 
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Do you think that you got more attention (in 
Nations on Fire and Rise Above) because you arc 
a woman? Do you think you get more attention in 
general, because a hardcore woman in Belgium is 
rare? In terms of the band, do you think this is 
unfair or wrong? 

Yes, I get more attention because I’m a minority. 
Playing in a band makes more people know you, but 
being a female made me get extra attention. There’s 
hardly a review that I’m not mentioned in and in 
interviews I get a lot of personal questions. Whether this 
is fair or not depends on the person who gives them 
attention. With good intentions...I could only encourage 
that, so more girls would feel a part of what’s going on 
and maybe so they’d get even more involved. 

Aside from a girl in 
I Four Walls Falling 
long lime ago, you are 
tjMj the only woman I know 
1 of in a sXe band.

I read a couple of feminist 
magazines, most books I 
read are written by women, 
and the subjects concern 
* feminist ideas: directly or 
through a story. I think 
about what I read and talk 
about it with a lot of 
people. I don’t agree with 
everything they say, some 
feminists are extreme, 
some ideas don’t bring 
equality closer. 

I try to be aware every second of the day about the roles 
people play (woman, man) about what I do and how I 
think. In Belgium people have very old-fashioned ideas, 
but sexism is all over the world. Only by being aware of 
. what people expect from you (being a man or woman) 
can you change something. 

!JI What kinds of things arc going on in your scene: 
\ music and zinc-wise? 

\ In Belgium the more important bands are: Blindfold, 
Shortsight, Spirit of Youth, Nations on Fire and a 
_. couple more. But we are also close to Dutch bands like 


Seein’ Red, Man Lifting Banner and Feeding the Fire. 
There was a scene report in MRR 106 (march 92) that 
told about our gig place “the VORTN VIS.” A couple 
of people do a label: WAREHOUSE records and PMA 
records. There’s also a video label: ABOVE THE 
CROWD. A couple of zines: BONDS OF FRIEND¬ 
SHIP and WAREHOUSE zine. (info or distribution: po 
box 90, 8500 KORTRYK - that’s not me!) 

It seems to me that a lot of European bands and 
zincs are more political and generally smarter 
than their US equivalents. Do you agree? If so, 
why do you think? 

Maybe there are more politically involved people and 
bands in the scene. Maybe that has to do with the fact t 
that Europe is made of little countries, which all have V 
their own government, law ^ 
system, etc. People in 
general are more involved 
and interested in what hap¬ 
pens in their country. 
America is such a big piece 
of land, with one govern¬ 
ment.

Can you explain what 
happened to Rise Above 
and Nations on Fire - 
why they broke up/you 
left? 

Rise Above split up 
because there were dis¬ 
agreements that couldn’t be 
solved, all four of us were ^ 
different. Edward was the 
decisive, organizing person, ) 
the rest of us were more 
reserved, introverted. I j 
think we didn’t speak our minds often and clear enough. 

We didn’t agree on what we wanted to say as a band, and 
how we were going to do that. 

1 joined Nations on Fire some time later on. I enjoyed 
playing very much. One of the things 1 couldn’t accept 
was that at the time Edward didn’t want me to sing. I 
wanted to do backing vocals and maybe some songs I 
would write. But the reason he gave me was that it 
wouldn’t fit the music. It wouldn’t be hardcore enough, 
you know, the rough, hard music with soft, female 
vocals; it would lose it’s power. It probably does, but it 
hadn’t been tried before, the hardcore image was and 
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Don't get me wrong, I fully support most efforts of girls and women to empower themselves. Far be it 
from me to tell other people what to do, but I do know what feels right for me. I have tried pretty hard to 
allign myself with other girls in the name of feminism. I have tried to be receptive to ideas such as girl unity 
and girl love. I have tried to understand the victim’s perspective of the world that many of today's women and 
feminists have. Especially the ever growing number of feminists to be found within today's punk rock scene. 

The hard fact is, that I can never again agree to allign myself with a group for general empowerment. 

I have too much hatred in my blood and too much need for individuality and personal strength. Not that I think 
groups are all bad, but I personally have seen too much lying and manipulation and powerplays in the name of 
"the cause" (whatever it may be) to be able to believe in organization for the sole purpose of gender 
empowerment. I do feel more comfortable with organizations working for most "causes" such as putting on 
shows, maintaining nonprofit record stores, community work, and most programs to overcome addiction etc. 

I agree that many women in hardcore (and society in general) are shit on way too much, and that 
women are not given the respect and power that they need and deserve. But I feel that adopting the victim's 
stance and lashing out at all people that may be potential opressors is wrong. I have played that game myself, 
and all it has led to is depression and alienation. Maybe it's because I have never been in abusive relationships, 
raped, beaten, or seriously physically abused. I believe that my life has consisted of alot of stress, verbal abuse 
and control, and day-to-day gender harassment. So I do know how it feels to be a woman in today's society 
and how hard it is, but I do not know first-hand sexual abuse. 

Many people, male and female seem to question the way that I carry myself to the degree that I feel 
that I am not valid because my feminism is not the norm. That is exactly what it is, my interpretation of 
feminism. I operate on a very different level than most punk rock girls. I don’t agree with blind support ot 
women within the scene - if I don't like what they are doing or how they present it, I reserve the right to say 
so. Just because they are my same gender doesn’t mean they are instantly some sort ot "soul mate."

1 don't see every 
woman as my "sister," nor do I seek out a friendship with random girls at shows. To tell you the truth, I have 
found that I don't get along with most girls 1 meet, and in general prefer to hang out with boys or by myself. 

All this information has nothing to do with being out of touch with my body (believe me, I know 
plenty about my body- having had a joint appendectomy, ovarian cist and removal, and random stomach pains 
since 7th grade) or being brainwashed by society to hate myself and my gender. It's just the way I feel about 
things. 

My feminism has nothing to do with a revolution or with dwelling on all the subconscious evils that I 
have encountered in my life. What I want to do is live. I want to do shit, be productive, show that 1 am 
competent instead of whining about how no one takes me (or my gender) seriously. So if that means that I do 
not want or need your help in my work, don't take it personally. All it means is that 1 prefer to work alone, 
where everything I do will be represented by and a reflection of me and me only. Leave it at that, and stop 
trying to recruit me for your "cause," I’ve got my own work to do.

for me, it was compromising too much to 
be in riot grrrl, but for my sister it’s not.

aaron: I wouldn’t want to be part of one group 
and at the same time purposely alienate 
another group.

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dresses or skirts willingly, until age 12 swam in shorts - 
not a swimsuit, and even tried to pee out of my (outie) * 
bcllybutton. 1 have always believed that to be feminine, 
sexy, flirtatious or attracted to boys was to be weak. If 1 
admitted that I liked a boy I thought I’d turn into one of 
those giggling mall rats with big hair and tight pants. 


Sexuality has always frightened me. I spent 4th, 5th, and 
6th grades physically fighting boys, and wondering why 
no one ever asked me out. I spent 7th and 8th grades 
dateless (except for two days 
on a camping trip), and 
when no other excuses 
surfaced, began to think that 
it was my weight. Never 
really fat, but never a “10,” I 
began to hate myself and 
spent junior-high and most 
of high school comparing 
myself to other girls and 
wishing that I had thinner 
thighs or a tighter stomach 
or a prettier face. The fact 
that the only time a boy had 
ever been attracted to me 
was right after major surgery 
when I lost 20 pounds didn’t 
convince me that my weight 
didn't matter. 

On a 7th grade school 
camping trip, as part of an 
initiation exercise I was 
forced to sing the “short 
shorts” song. I wore short 
shorts - not because I 
wanted to show off, but 
because they were just 
shorts 1 had. The fact that I 
just felt compelled to 
quantify that is the point I 
am making - I wore the 
shorts I wanted, and was 
made to feel like a slut. Me, 
a girl who had never touched 
a boy and really didn’t want 
to. I was forced to sing that 
song (the nair hair removal commercial jingle) twice 
through in front of over 100 people. It was not funny to 
me then and still isn’t. 

At the end of 8th grade, I wore a short skirt to this 
dinner dance. Finally coming to grips with my femininity 
and feeling confident enough to join the ranks of 
“woman” I willingly got dressed up for the first time in 


Having established myself as an asskicker it was 
basically assumed that I was not able to be sexual. 
Even the idea of liking someone became 

embarrassing to me, so 
it was rarely discussed. 

All my life I had 
thought that loving 
men or being involved 
with men was going to 
sap my strength. When 
the first boy I ever was 
really infatuated with 
(my best friend at the 
time) found out that I 
liked him, he stopped 
talking to me - then 
last summer asked why 
we don’t hang out 
anymore. It is very 
hard for me to come to 
terms with my 
sexuality, and many of 
this exploration is 
hindered not by males, 
but by females. By 
using words such as 
slut, whore, bitch, 
loose, etc... we are 
oppressing ourselves. 
We are rejecting 
appreciation for 
sexuality, and are 
forcing women who do 
enjoy sex openly to be 
ashamed. 

These words have 
always terrified me. 
Denying my own 
sexuality, I tried to assimilate into the male 
world. It’s taken me a long time to where I feel 
comfortable with myself and pleased with who I 
am - only to be shamelessly beaten down by girls, 
by people who arc supposed to fucking under¬ 
stand my struggle...our struggle. These words and 
thoughts have almost killed me. Please think 
before you use them. -

Here are a few letters I’ve received recently. I usually don’t really like letter sections, but these were so bizarre, that 
I wanted to respond here. First off, this is to discourage anyone planning to write hate mail or letters similar to 
these. I really don’t need your stabs at my legitimacy or your accusations, when you have little to no clue of what 
I’m about. In response to these, I’d like to say that: a) I am not a knee-jerk reactionary radical feminist. I do call 
myself a feminist to the extent that I believe in women’s rights, my rights as a person (and woman), and understand 
the pressures and limitations put on women by today’s society, and try to overcome them. If any of these people 
knew really radical feminists (whose numbers are rising within the punk scene) they would know that I am pretty 
moderate. Not to appease any group or be accepted better, but merely because that’s the way I feel, b) By merely 
saying “I support women’s rights” you do not automatically put yourself in the “clear.” To be of any real use to me 
you must think about issues, care about what is happening to women in today’s society, and try to understand and 
accept as legitimate women’s feelings and fears. I can easily say that I care about the problems of racism in America, 
but as a white, upper-middle class female, it is going to take a hell of a lot more than that. I must try to understand 
what blacks in this country face every day, try to see how history and government has set up racist government 
structures that oppress, and keep trying to help educate myself daily. Merely saying that I care isn’t going to help 
anyone in the long run, and if coupled with no attempts at self-education - is a lazy reaction to the problem, c) 
chicks up front posse is not a group of crazed women trying to destroy boys in the “pit.” We are not out to fight or 
argue about the legitimacy of feminism, or provide institutionalized support to girls. All it really is is four girls who 
like to dance at shows. I am just attempting to show that girls can participate in that aspect of shows, and have a 
good time like anyone else. It also is a way for me to celebrate the strength of women, and esp. of sxe girls, who are 
s q few and far between.

never had it been so institutionalied and handed to me 

_in such plain terms. Neat little graphs and statistics to 

explain my c minus on the last test. I have never been so 
insulted by a teacher, but at least had an opportunity to 
rant in front of the school’s top administra- — - — 
tors, in a monitored discussion the next class. 

I told the teacher how he had insulted, hurt, 
and judged me, I told him I was uncomfor- 
table to be near him, hated being in his class, 
and was unwilling to meet with him one- 
on-one to get help.

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Me being vegan has very little to do with anyone else, except for the person who first introduced me 
to the idea. I do not know why people always assume that just because I am vegetarian, I hate everyone who 
eats meat or something. I am not a hard-ass about it, and I refuse to spend all my time preaching the wonders 
of a meat and dairy-free lifestyle to a society that doesn't care. All I care about is that people understand what 
they're doing. Many people ask me why I'm vegan, and why I have such a strict diet that I won’t eat dairy. I 
have no problem explaining myself there, and in fact sometimes even like it. 

It is because of conversations like that, that many people I know have opened up to the idea of 
veganism.
